This unit has been designed and manufactured to assure your personal safety. Improper use can result in potential 
electrical shock or fire hazards.

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Preparation for Use 



Preparation for Use 

1 . Remove the radio and all packing materials from the carton. You should save all the packing materials if the unit 
ever needs to be returned for service. If you do not wish to save the materials, please dispose of them properly. 

2. Place the unit on a stable, level surface, close to an AC outlet, out of direct sunlight, and away from sources of 
excess dust, dirt, heat, water, moisture, vibration and strong magnetic fields. 

3. Plug the AC cord into an outlet. 

Important - If you are going to install batteries for the Battery Backup System, they should always be installed before 
plugging in the AC cord. (See Battery Backup Installation) 

Maintenance 

1 . Protect your furniture when placing the unit on a natural wood and lacquered finish. A cloth or other protective 
material should be placed between the unit and the furniture. 

2. You may clean your unit with a soft cloth moistened only with mild soap and water. Stronger cleaning agents can 
mar the surface of the case. 

Battery Backup Installation 

1 . Gently turn the unit over and remove the battery compartment door. 

2. Install 3 "AAA" batteries, while making sure that the + and - ends match up 
with those inside the battery compartment. 

3. Close the battery compartment door, turn the unit over, and plug back in the 
AC cord.

Battery Backup System 

The Battery Backup System will maintain the time, date, and alarm in the event of a power failure. If the power goes 
out or the AC cord is accidentally disconnected ' the radio and nature sounds will not play, but the display remains 
visible and the clock continues to run. 

If you have set the alarm for radio or nature sounds and there is a power failure during your wake up time, the radio 
and nature sounds will default to buzzer. If the alarm has sounded and the radio or nature sounds are playing, then a 
power failure occurs, once again they will default to buzzer. 

If a power failure occurs and there are no batteries in the battery compartment, all time, alarm, and memory settings 
will be lost.

Setting the Clock Time and Calendar 



Important - While setting the Time or Calendar, if you do not press the © Hr./Mon or © Min/Date Buttons within 
approximately 1 0 seconds, the display will stop flashing. If this happens you must press the © Time/ 
Cal. Button Once to enter the clock setting mode and Twice to enter the calendar setting mode. 

1 . Press the © Time/Cal. Button Once. The clock digits begin to flash. 

2. Press the © Hr./Mon. Button to set the correct hour. Make sure you set the correct AM or PM. The PM 
Indicator is located on the left side of the display. 

3. Press the © Min./Date Button to set the correct time. 

4. Press the ©Time/Cai. Button. The date will begin to flash. 

5. Press the © HrVMon. Button to set the correct month. 

6. Press the © MinVDate Button to set the correct date. 

7. After the correct time and date are displayed, press the © Time/Cal. Button Once to exit the setting mode. 
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Listening to the Radio 



Antenna Information 

FM - Extend the FM wire antenna to it's full length and vary the direction for it's strongest signal. 

AM - The AM bar antenna is located inside the cabinet. Rotate the cabinet until you find the strongest AM signal. 

Important - If the ® On/Sleep Button is pressed more than Once, the unit will enter the sleep mode. The current 
time display will have changed to the Sleep Time Indicator (90, 60, 30, 1 5). Repeatedly press the Q 
On/Sleep Button until the current time appears on the display. 

1 . Press the Q On/Sleep Button Once to turn the power ON. 

2. Press the © AM/FM/Sounds Button until the display changes to the AM or FM radio frequency you desire. The 
AM or FM Indicator will appear on the bottom left side of the display. 

3. Press the © © Up or Down Tuning Buttons to find the station you desire. 

4. Rotate the © Volume Dial to adjust the volume level. 

5. Press the Q Off/Reset Button to turn the power OFF when you are finished listening. 
Manual Tuning 

Repeatedly press the © © Up or Down Tuning Buttons to find the station you desire. 
Auto Tuning 

Press and hold one of the © © Up or Down Tuning Buttons until the radio frequency begins to scan to the next 

strongest station. 

Last Station Memory 

The tuner always remembers the last station selected before the radio was switched OFF and automatically selects 
the station again when the radio is turned ON. 
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Preset Station Memories 



This radio has a total of 1 8 preset station memories (6 AM and 1 2 FM preset stations). To enter stations into memory 
do the following: 

1 . Press the ® On/Sleep Button Once to turn the power ON . 

2. Press the © AM/FM/Sounds Button until the display changes to the AM or FM radio frequency you desire. The 
AM or FM Indicator will appear on the bottom left side of the display. 

3. Press the ® © Up or Down Tuning Buttons to find the station you desire. 

4. Press the © Memory Set Button Once while the station is displayed. The radio station digits will begin to flash. 

5. While the digits are flashing, press the ©0 Up or Down Preset Buttons until you find the preset number you 
want to store the station in. The Preset Station Numbers appear on the top right side of the display. 

6. Press the © Memory Set Button again, the station will now be set. 

Important - If you do not press the ©© Up or Down Preset Buttons in Step 5 within 10 seconds, the station 

frequency will stop flashing. Press the 0 Memory Set Button Twice and proceed to Step 5 again. 
To preset more stations simply follow the steps above. 

Recalling Preset Station Memories 

1 . Press the © On/Sleep Button Once to turn the power ON. 

2. Press the © AM/FM/Sounds Button until the display changes to the AM or FM radio frequency you desire. The 
AM or FM Indicator will appear on the bottom left side of the display. 

3. Press the ©© Up or Down Preset Buttons to find the desired preset station. 
Changing Preset Stations 

To change a preset station simply follow the instructions under Preset Station Memories and enter a new station 
into the preset number you wish to change. The new station will be "remembered" and the previous station will be 
"forgotten". 
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Listening to Nature Sounds 



1 . Press the O On/Sleep Button Once to turn the power ON. 

2. Press the © AM/FM/Sounds Button until the («sounds>j Indicator appears on the bottom left corner of the 
display. 

3. Press any of the four nature sound buttons ©fljHD© (Wind, Forest, Brook, Ocean). 

4. Rotate the © Volume Dial to adjust the volume level. 

5. Press the © Off/Reset Button to turn the power OFF when you are finished listening. 

Important - Playing the nature sound of your choice will not affect the one that is set for the wake-up time. 

Setting the Radio Alarm Time 

Before you begin please note the following important information: 

• While setting the alarm times, the display will return to the current clock time if no button is pressed within 10 
seconds. You can exit the Setting Mode at anytime by simply pressing the © Alarm Set Button repeatedly until 
the current clock time is displayed. 

• Before setting the Radio Alarm Time, you must preset the radio station you wish to wake to, into the preset 
memory (see Presef Station Memories). 

1 . Press the © Alarm Set Button until the Radio Alarm Indicator flashes on the upper left side of the display. 

2. Press the © AM/FM/Sounds Button to choose the AM or FM band you desire. The AM or FM Indicators will 
appear on the lower left side of the display. 

3. Press the Q© Up or Down Preset Buttons to find the preset station you wish to wake to. 

4. Press the © Hr./Mon. Button to set the correct alarm hour. Make sure you set the correct AM or PM. The PM 
Indicator is located on the left side of the display. 

5. Press the © MinVDate Button to set the alarm time you desire. 

6. Press the © Alarm Set Button three times to return to the current time display. 

7. Press the © Radio Alarm Button until the Radio Alarm Indicator appears on the upper left side of the display 
to confirm that Wake to Radio is ON. H 0 



Setting The Nature Sounds Alarm Time 



Important - While setting the alarm times, the display will return to the current clock time if no button is pressed 
within 1 0 seconds. You can exit the Setting Mode at anytime by simply pressing the © Alarm Set 
Button repeatedly until the current clock time is displayed. 

1 . Press the © Alarm Set Button until the Sounds Alarm Indicator flashes on the upper left side of the 
display. 

2. While the Sounds Alarm Indicator and clock digits are flashing, press the nature sounds button ©©©© 
(Wind, Forest, Brook, Ocean) to choose the sound you wish to wake to. 

3. Press the © Hr./Mon. Button to set the correct alarm hour. Make sure you set the correct AM or PM. The 
PM Indicator is located on the left side of the display. 

4. Press the © MinVDate Button to set the alarm time you desire. 

5. Press the © Alarm Set Button two times to return to the current time display. 

6. Press the © Sounds Alarm Button until the Sounds Alarm Indicator appears on the upper left side of the 
display to confirm that Wake to Sounds is ON. 

Setting the Buzzer Alarm Time 

Important - While setting the alarm times, the display will return to the current clock time if no button is pressed 
within 1 0 seconds. You can exit the Setting Mode at anytime by simply pressing the © Alarm Set 
Button repeatedly until the current clock time is displayed. 

1 . Press the © Alarm Set Button until the Buzzer Alarm Indicator flashes on the upper left side of the display. 

2. Press the © HrVMon. Button to set the correct alarm hour. Make sure you set the correct AM or PM. The 
PM Indicator is located on the left side of the display. 

3. Press the © MinVDate Button to set the alarm time you desire. 

4. Press the © Alarm Set Button one time to return to the current time display. 

5. Press the © Buzzer Alarm Button until the Buzzer Alarm Indicator appears on the upper left side of the 
display to confirm that Wake to Buzzer is ON. 
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Check Your Wake-Up Settings 



• Press the © Alarm Set Button to change the current clock time to the flashing alarm time display with the 
flashing alarm indicator on the upper left side. 

• Repeatedly press the © Alarm Set Button until you see the Radio, Sounds, or Buzzer Alarm Indicator 

and the corresponding time flashing on the display. 

Wake to Radio, Sounds, and/or Buzzer 



• You can wake to 3 different alarm times by setting different wake up times for the Radio, Nature Sounds, and/ 
or Buzzer. To activate ail or any of the three alarms, simply press the © Radio Alarm Button, © Sounds 
Alarm Button, and/or © Buzzer Alarm Button until the alarm indicator appears on the upper left corner of 
the display. 

Important - If your alarm is set for Radio or Nature Sounds, make sure you have used the (8) Volume 
Dial to adjust the volume to a comfortable wake to volume level. 

• After the alarm turns on, press the ©Off/Reset Button to turn off the alarm. The alarm will turn on again at 
the same time the following day unless the controls are changed. 

• To cancel any or all three alarms, simply press the © Radio Alarm Button, © Sounds Alarm Button, and/ 
or © Buzzer Alarm Button until the alarm indicator disappears from the upper left hand corner of the 
display. 

• If the alarm is not turned off after it sounds, it will play for approximately 1 hour, then turn off automatically. This 
cycle will repeat every 24 hours unless the controls are changed. 
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Snooze and Back Light Operation 



• If you need a few extra minutes of sleep when the alarm turns on, press the © Snooze/Night Light Bar. The 
alarm will turn off, then come back on again in approximately 1 0 minutes. You can repeat this cycle several 
times during the 1 hour time period. 

• If you need to adjust the display's back lighting, press the © Snooze/Night Light Bar. The display's back 
lighting will change with each touch of the © Snooze/Night Light Bar from Hi to Medium to Low. 

Sleep to Radio, Sounds, or Buzzer 



1 . Press the © On/Sleep Button Twice to enter the Sleep Mode. 

2. Repeatedly press the © On/Sleep Button to choose the sleep time in 90, 60, 30, and 1 5 minute increments. 
The Sleep Volume Indicator will appear on the display. 

3. Press the © Sleep Volume Button to adjust the sleep volume to a comfortable volume level. Also, rotate the 
© Volume Dial if necessaryt. 

4. Press the © AM/FM/Sounds Button to select AM, FM, or Nature Sounds. 

5. Press the © Off/Reset Button to turn off the Radio or Nature Sounds before the sleep time has elapsed.
